THE TRIAL. 
PROCEEDINGS YESTERDAY. 

Wasninerton, D. C., Nov. 25.—The Crim- 
inal Court was crowded in every part this 
morning, mostly with ladies, for the most 
part representing the fashionable circles of 
Washington society. Immepiately upon the 
opening of court Scoville stated that Gui- 
teau desired to make a statement. No ob- 
jection being made, Guiteau read from manu- 
ecript substantiadly as follows: 

THE PRESS, THE DOCTORS, AND DEITY. 

„propose to have all the facts bearing on 
Anis case to go to the court and jury, and to 
de this 1 have been forced to interrupt 
counsel and witnesses who were mis- 
taken as to supposed facts. I meant 
no to them or any one. 
Any in my career bearing on 
the question who fired that shot, the Deity or 
myself, is of vital importance in this case, 
and I propose that it go to the jury. Hence, 
my personal, political, and theological record 
may be developed. I am glad that your 
Honor and opposing counsel are disposed to 
give a historical review of my life, and ask 
the press and public to do likewise. All I 
want is absolute justice, and I shall not per- 
mit any crooked work. I have no idea my 
counsel want crooked work. They are often 
mistaken in supposed facts, and I shall have 
to correct them. Last spring certain news- 
papers in New York aad Washington vere 
bitterly denouncing the President for break- 
ing up the party by improper ap- 
pointments. i woald like those newspapers 

TO REPRINT THOSE EDITORIALS NOW 

and see how they would look and sound. In 
attempting to remove the President I only 
did what the papers said ought to be done. 
Since July 2 they have been deifying the 
President and denouncing me for doing the 
very thing they said ought to be done. I 
want the newspapers and doctors, who actu- 


1 ally kihled the President, to share with me 


the odium of his death. I never would have 
shot him of my own volition, notwithstand- 
ing those newspapers, if I nad not been com- 
missioned by the Deity to do the deed. But 
this fact does not relieve the newspapers 
from the supposed disgrace of the President’s 
removal. If he had been properly treated he 
would have been ‘alive today. It has been 
published that [am in fear of death. It is 
false. I have always been a religious man 
and aetive worker for God. Some people 
think lama murderer, but the Lord does 


not, for He inspired the act,

The witness—He [referring to the prisoner] 
is the one who meptioned that to me.

The prisoner—I have not lived in Free- 
port for twenty-one years. 

Mr. Scoville—Where did you meet this

The witness—In Chicago. 

The prisoner—You pretend this conversa- 
tion took place in Chicago? 

The witness (impatiently)—Please let me 
alone. [Laughter.] 

The prisoner (excitedly)—There is not a 
word of truth init. That is the way to dis-

Mr. Davidge—I want to know when this 
took place. . 

The prisoner (encouragingly)—Find out 
the facts, Judge. 

Mr. Davidge—I will bring them out. 

The prisoner (alluding to the witness’ 
statement)—I have not heard that.

THE SOLEMNITY 

with which the witness answered questions, 
his contempt for the prisoner, the desire 
which he showed to go into particulars, the

The prisoner expressed his approval of the 
witness. ‘“‘Amerling seems to be a good 
fellow, but I never had the pleusure of his 
acquaintance before.”

The witness told how, at a religious and 
social} circle, the old gentleman related how 
himself and wife were ready to join the 
Oneida Community, but were violently op- 
posed to so doing by a son of W or years. 
Luther Guiteau jumped from his seat, and 
exclaimed: “ Take a knife and slay him, as 
Abraham did Isaac.” His manner was 80 
exceedingly shocking it paralyzed the tongue 
of every one present. Luther attended 
church occasionally, sometimes the Presby- 
terlan Church, sometimes the Methodist. 

The prisoner—His idea was that he was 80 
good he did not need to go to church, 

HE WAS A CHURCH UNTO HIMSELF. 

The witness spoke of the prisoner when an 
office-boy. He noticed his offensive egotism, 
as though he desired to do mere than he was 
really capable of domg. He wished to usurp 
the duties of the other deputy clerks. His 
greatest quality seemed to be that of egotism. 
He was 15 or 16 years of age wpen he com- 
menced working in the office. 1 always 
felt, when I was in contact with him, the 
porcupine quills coming out.“ 

The prisoner— You and I did not agree very 
well at that time. That was the reason I did 
not like you then. 1 like you now better 
than I ever did In my life. 

The witness went on to testify about Abra- 
ham Guiteau, Luther's brother. He said 
his condition of mind was so weak that it 
was not safe to intrust him with business. 

Davidge questioned as to the “religious 
circle’ to which the witness had alluded. 

The prisoner broke in with the supposition 
that this circle was a sort of branch of the 

Uneida Community.

“WHAT YOU THINK ABOUT IT Now?“ 
queriefi the prisoner. 

“Just What I was about to ask myself,“ 
said Davidge. 

“] anticipated you, Judge,” apologized 
the prisoner pleasantly. ‘I will keep quiet 
now.“ 

Mr. Davidge (to the witness)— What do 
you think of it now? ' 

The witness—My opinion is a little less of 
it now than then. There was another theory 
on the subject of matrimony. 

The prisoner r theory 
was this: Religion first, then Socialism. He 
said no man had a right to touch Socialism 
until he was associated with the Savior. It 
was his stinking fanaticism.

The Coal Miners ia the Belleville Dis- 
trict—Distaurbances Feared. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 25.—Infurmation from 
different parts of the Belleville (IIl.) mining 
district is to the effect that there is a good 
deal of bad feeling among some of the strik- 
ers, and that threats of violence to the men 
who continue at work are freely made at the 
Birkner Mine. Some forty or fifty strikers 
appeared early this morning, and with drawn 
revolvers threatened to drive the workers 
away, but the Sheriff arrived shortly after,and 
the strikers subsided. Only a part of the 
miners have struck up to the present time.

CHILI AND PERU. 
OUR RELATIONS WITH THESE REPUBLICS. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicego Tridunc. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—There is ex- 
collent reason for believing that the present 
threatening relations between this country 
and Chili are the direct outgfowth of a gi- 
gantic Washington lobby scheme. The 
claims of an American against Peru on ac- 
count of a guano grant are now owned 
by a syndicate of capitalists and poli- 
ticians, with headquarters for operations 
established here. These claims are now 
reported as having been run up to something 
like a thousand millions, and scrip repre 
senting millions has been issued for use here 
and «elsewhere in inducing the United States 
to insist upon such action on the part of Chili 
towards Peru as will protect these claims. 
Persons here who have had some oppértuni- 
ties of gaining information in regard to this 
matter believe that un understanding has 
been reached with 

PRESIDENT CALDERON, OF PERU, 
that he will discharge these claims iu case 
the United States stand by him. There is 
much feeling here among public men over 
our South American relations, and what was 
at tirat treated with little attention is now re- 
garded as a very serious situation. The ex- 
istence of the gigantic lobby scheme men- 
tioned above causes grave suspicion to attach 
to all that has mn done in the matter. 
A statement which is believed.to be a part 
of this scheme, designed for effect in Chili, 
has gained elrealatiou to the effect that sev- 
eral of our ships of war have been ordered 
to proceed to the coast of South America, 
and, further, that negotiations are in 
progress for the purchase by this Goyern- 
ment of ironclads abroad. Secretary Hulet 
said today that he had no knowledge what- 
ever of anything of the kind. 
AS A MATTER OF FACT, 

as there is no appropriation for the purchase 
of ironelads, no one has authority to issue 
any such liability against the Government. 
The statement that ironclads are to de bought 
is believed here to mark — as a part 
of the lobby scheme to affect Ohili, since it is 
well known that that Governinent has iron- 
clads that could readily sink our whole navy, 
and any threat of a naval demous tratiou 
which dia not include ironclads would be 


viewed by Chili with derision: hence the 


necessity of intimating that foreign ironclads 
are to be secured and sent down the coast.

Bosting Streets, Press, Suburbs, Li- 
braries, and That Old 
Common. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Boeron, Mass., Nov. 23.—Leaving Chicago for 
Boston by a line which took me through part of 
Canada, I was very much amused to see how 
patriotic every one became soon after crossing 
the line,“ to notice how exceedingly particular 
each was to let the other know that he was an 
American. The American eagle soared and 
flaunted, and pruned its feathers generally in 
away that must have been exasperating to 
Canadian listeners. Prominent among the 
patriots was a German gentleman from Chicago, 
with whom we all felt a glow of sympathy when 
be told of the money that bad been spent to ex- 
empt bim from service ia. the German army, of 
how he came to this country, and three months 
after ianding in New York entisted in the Union 
army and did three years’ fighting for liberty. 
We were obliged to make a stop-over in Mont- 
real during the day, and when we all met in our 
Gar at evening this same individual was looking 
with an eye of suspicion on two handkerchiefs, 
one pink, the other yellow. 

“Bee, madam,” said he, “you will tell me, are 
they silk?’ 

“No,” said 1, “they are not silk—not even 
linen. What did you pay for them? 

“ Twenty-five cents each.“ 

“My friend, they have presume on your in- 
nocence. You can buy just such handkerchiefs 
of any street-peddier in Chicago for 10 cents 
apiece.” 

He looked at me fora moment; then an ex- 
pression of shame and deepest humiliation 
crossed his face as ne said: Och, Gott in Him- 
mei! Did I leave Chicago to be taken in by a 
Canadian? Mein Gott, is dat so? Well, I wouldn’t 
have believed it.“ 

The change in the appearance and manner of 
speech of the peopie is very apparent soon after 
entering Canada. The voices are fuller, and the 
accents of the different nationalities do not seem 
to become blended into a common language, as 
with us, but each one speaks with the accent of 
bis forefathers, and it is a very easy matter to 
tell whether a man is English, Scotch, Irish, or 
French Canadian. 

There was a party of home-returning Bosto- 
nians with us, and among them au exceiient old 

ntieman, with apparently but one fault—be 

lieved with ali bis heart, and mind, and 
strength that Boston was the mainsepring of the 
Aimighty's. handiwork, and Boston was his 
home. I mentioned’ Chicago. * Ah, yes, Chica- 
go; I through there; and be shuddered 
as if thougbt was overmuéh tor bis sensibil- 
ties. You will uud Boston & very clean city,“ 
he added, and 1 felt quite crushed, for Chicago 
was fearfully dirty when left. 

The streets of Boston are cleaner than ours, to 
be sure, but they nearly ali run down hill, so that 
every rain does good scavenger work. And how 
the peopie do agonize over their walks! For 
several mornings I had been hearing mysterious 
ecratchings and scrapings under my wiudow, and 
inquiry developed the fact that it was the pieas- 
ure of each good and true Bostonian to see that 
the sidewalk fronting his threshold was duly 
cleansed with broom and water—sometimes hot 
water at that—every morning. The streets are 
very — — and in the older part of the city 
twist, turn, and circie around, and are in- 
tersected by queer little—I don't kuow what to 
call them; they are not so wie as our alleys, 
but they are paved, and lined on both sides with 
buildings, and rejoice in such names as Spring 
lane, Franklin avenue, Ridgeway lane, etc. As 
Mark Twain says of a certain city, the man who 
laid 1t out must bave bad delirium tremens. 

Not an inch of ground is wasted in the busi- 
ness part of the city. There is a Baptist church 
on Bowdoin square where the space on each side 
of the entrance or porchis occupied by stores 
the back walls of which are the front walls of 
the church. Is this New Engiand thrift? On 
the residence avenues, while the houses are very 
elegant and have a great deal of architectural 
individuality, one may pass block after biock of 
closely buiit residences witb never a bit of green 
sward or ornamental grounds between thein. 

The street names, besides bein on the lamps, 
are printed on boa whicb are tastened to the 
houses, and give the ward number as well, thus: 
Hancock street, Ward 10; Tremont street, Ward 
12; and many of the lamps give the adjacent 
street number. On the buildings which stand at 
the foot of the hides are wooden sigus with the 
following inscriptions: “Please uncheck the 
dorses when going up the Hill,“ and a very kind- 
ly request it is. The City Government would 
seem to be of an almost paternal character, the 
municipal authorities apparently having a finger 
in every pie. Excessive profanity is punishabie 
with a fine, and, what is more singular, that law 
is actually curried into effect. One of the city 
olliciais is luspector ot Pawnshops and Intelli- 
gence es, and newsboys and bootbiacks 
are not allowed to ply their vocation after 10 a. 
m. Sundays. Whether there is any law on the 
statute-books compellmgevery one to eat baked 
beans and brown bread every Sabbath morning 
is a question, but I feel assured that any man 
«who is considered a good, true, and orthodox 
Bostonian would, if put to tue test, cry, Give 
me beans or give me death.” 

The press of Boston, the daily papers, will not 
bear any comparison with our Caricago papers. 
There is no paper there equal in any respect to 
THE CHICAGO 'TRIBUNE, either in size, appear- 
ance, or editorial matter. ‘Their foreign intelli- 
gences are exceedingly meagre, and the general 
news much less than in our papers. However, 
they are very pers for Boston people to 
read, as they are very fullof local news, and 
then all the littie suburbs of Boston come in for 
a large share of attention. No one accuses Chi- 

of being overburdened with culture—how 
is it our papers are so superior? 

Tne building directories in the hallways of the 
business blocks ure generally white marbie 
slabs about the size of au average tombstone, 
with the — wom thar abe done in black paint. 
and are anythmg but cheering, being quite too 
suggestive of one’s latter end. Boston is nota 
cheerful city at best, or perhaps the people are 
mirthful interno „ not giving any outward and 
visibie sign of hilarity. After the rush and 
bustie of Chicago every one seems so quiet; 
neither do they expand to strangers with any 
excessive degree of warmth, — more partic- 
ular as to grandfathers and the like than we of 
the West. I take my meals in a room where 
there are from fifty to sixty boarders, and the 
place is so still that it is fairly solemn. Its in- 
fluence is so subduing that | ask for fishbalis in 
a trembling whisper, and for beans in a tone of 
reverent awe.

Shipwreck of a Schoouer Near Jamaica. 
Special Dispatch to The Chtcago Tribune, 
Battmore, Md., Nov. 25.—The schooner 
Moses Knowlton, owned by Henry Bros., of 
this city was caught in a cyclone about 160 
miles from Jamaica Nov. 1, and capsized 
and sunk.

French. There are two Assistant Secretaries 
of the Treasury of equal rank, having en- 
tirely distinct duties.

If Mr. Lydecker shall 
be appointed to succeed the latter the power 
of New York over the importing interests of 
the country will be supreme. Not only will 
that State have contro! of the custom-house, 
through which three quarters of the iniports 
pass, but it will be represented in the Gov- 
ernment at Washington by the President, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and the Assistant 
Secretary, who constitute the various courts 
of appeal in revenue cases under the pro- 
cedure of the Customs Bureau and the Treas- 
ury Department. Lydeeker was the Deputy 
Collector under Arthur, and the Ledger cor- 
respondent naively says: He was consid- 
ered by the merchants [of New York City] 
one of the most efficient, as he certainly was 
one of the most popular, deputies in the gray 
building on Wall street.” That was precisely 
the complaint that was made against Ly- 
decker by the merchants of Boston, Phila 
delphia, Baltimore, and all the Western ports 
of entry. He was too “popular” with the 
New York importers and too “efficient” in 
promoting their interests at the expense of 
their rivals in other cities.

On the other 
hand, if the explanation was made at the sug- 
gestion of his counsel, it shows, or tends to 
show, that Guitean’s pretense that he de- 
spises Scoville is a sham, and that Scoville’s 
pretense that he cannot control Guiteau isa 
mere trick of the defense.

one of National importance, and involved 
directly and indirectly many millions of dol- 
lars. It affected not only an immense do- 
mestic trade, but also ‘a large export traffic. 
On the court calendar the case was known as 
Libby, McNeill & Libby et al. vs. the St. 
Louis Packing Company et al.” The question 
at bar was the validity of certain patents for 
preserving meats in cans, notably the Will- 
iam J. Wilson patent reissued in March, 1875, 
and the John A. Wilson patent, reissued in 
October, 1877. The former related exciusive- 
ly to the process of preserving and canning 
of meat, and the latter to the construction of 
the can Into which to pack the preserved meat. 
The case was argued at great length about a 
month ago, and there were engaged in it 
many of the best known patent lawyers in 
the United States. 

The Court decided that the patent to Will- 
lam J. Wilson, which had been reissued and 
the two declaimers filed after suit was 
begun, did not in any way embrace any 
patentable invention, The plaintiffs claimed 
that their discovery or invention was the 
packing of thecooked meat into the can while 
warm, but this the Court held was not with- 
in the scope of the patent law. From 
time immemorial meat had been cooked by 
boiling, and there was nothing new at this 
time in pressing the cooked meat into the 
can so as to form a solid cake. The claim 
that the plaintiffs had bullt up a large busi- 
ness, and that through their efforts canned 
meats had become an important article of 
commerce throughout the world, cut no fig- 
ure, as the amount ot business had nothing 
to do one way or the other with the validity 
of the patent. The only thing that could 
give life to the patent was the presence of 
some novel feature, to produce which re- 
quired inventive skill; and this novel feat- 
ure was conspicuously absent. 

With the same incisive and pitiless logic 
the Court showed that the reissued patent 
to J. A. Wilson for pyramidal cans was also 
invalid, for the reason that conical cans were 
in use prior to the date of the patent. There 
was no invention in packing meat in pyra- 
midal cans, as the shape of the cans was 
purely a question of selection. 

The logical conclusions of the decision 


are that the Patent Commissioner made a 


cross error in granting the original patents, 
and that the Wilsons and those operating 
under them have been iHegally plundering 
the public for many years. The amount of 
these improperly acquired gains it is im- 
possible to estimate with any degree of cer- 
tainty, but they must aggregate several hun- 
dred thousand dollars; and for the public 
there is no reclamation. 

The monopoly is broken, and the entire 
trade will breathe easier, The business of 
canning meats in any shape or style is now 
open to free competition. The public will 
no longer be compelled to pay an illegal tax 
in the shape of royalty on a patent which 
never had a valid existence. The small 
farmer who raises a few head of cattle to 
consume the surplus product of his holding; 
the professional stock-grower, whose herds 
dot the prairie for miles; the butcher, who 
desires to utilize the inferior cuts; the job- 
ber, retailer, and consumer will all feel ina 
greater or less degree the benefits conferred 
by this righteous deeision.

The “Narodni'’ is undoubt- 
ediy revolutionary and socialistic, but is not 
nearly so extreme—pot tosay rabid—as the main 
group of Nibilism, The“ Buntari,” or Terror- 
ists (whose public organ is the Nui of the Peo- 
ple) does not shrink from open recommendation 
of crimes against life, end is largely occupied 
with frightening the quiet in the land by issuing 
denunciatory proclamations of the Execu- 
tive.”

PHILADELPHIA THIEVES. 


A Tax Officer with $2,500 Salary Has 
the Appointment of a Subordinate 
Whose Fees Amount to $400,000— The 
Taxpayers Robbed of Aliens of Dol- 
lars — Ex-Collector-of-Taxes Smith 
Quite Unconcerned BRogerding the 
kuvestigation Inaugurated by the 
Committee of One Hundred.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov, %.—There is as yet 
nothing to prove that the charges of fraud 
against the Tax Office will show anything 
beyond what was discovered by the Krum- 
shaar Investigating Committee in 1876. So 
far the ground for them is found in evidence 
privately furnished to the Committee of One 

Hundred by Hanel, one of the clerks who 

was prosecuted at the time and sent to jail. 

That the whole system of collecting taxes In 

this city has been rotten for many years may 

well be understood when it is known that the 

Receiver of Taxes, whose salary is only 

$2,500 a year, has the appointment of a Ke- 

eeiver of Delinquent Taxes, whose emolu- 
ments last year were over $400,000, out of 
which he had legally to pay only the ex- 
penses of his office, a matter of $40,000 or 
$50,000 a year. That he was permitted to re- 
tain all that amount without proper division 
and silence is hardly to be imagined. The 
Receiver of Taxes in 1876, Thomas J. Smith, 
grew rich out of the office. but he was never- 
theless the means of instituting reforms in 
the business of collecting which made 
impossible thefts such as had occurred intthe 
first year of his administration. What is 
known is that the taxes paid by the Girard 
Life-Insurance & Annuity Company in one 
or two years have failed to reach the Treag- 
ury. Oneof the committee explained that 
the frauds might have been committed in 
hundreds of ways, and were almost impossi- 
ble to detect. Suppose, for instance, a prop- 
erty-owner came to the office to pay his taxes. 

Under Smith’s administration there were 

fifteen clerks, each of whom made 

gout the bills for two wards. The 

Assessor, through negligence or intent, 

might have omitted that particular property. 

The clerk would see at once that his name 

was not on the Assessor’s list, but would 

make out a bill, receipt it, and pocket the 
money.

Cincinnatl Woodworkers Enter into a 
Mutual Arrangement.

CINCINNATI,O., Nov. 25.—Since the great fire 
in the Bottoms in this city in July last, when 
several woodworking and furniture estab- 
lishments were either destroyed or badly 
damaged, the rates of insurance have ad- 
vanced fully 544 per cent upon risks of that 
kind.. They are deemed extra hazardous, 
and underwriters do not care about taking 
risks at any premiums that may be named. 
Much of the objections to insuring property 
of that kind in this city arises from the 
close contingency of the bulidings, render- 
ing it almost hext to impossibie to save 
any of them if one of them catches fire. In 
view of such high rates as have been adopt- 
ed by Insurance companies, and the necessity 
of adopting somé means of reimbursing 
themseives in case of loss by fire, the prin- 
el pal furniture manufacturers have for some 
time past had under consideration the prac- 
ticability of organizing a eompany for mu- 
tual protection, and a few days ago 
the Robert Mitchell and other manu- 
facturing companies addressed a card to 
the varivus branches of the woodworking 
business asking information upon the fol- 
lowing voints: First, total value of each 
class of woodworking property; second,

Everything was 
conducted in a very quiet and orderly man- 
ner. It was Sheriff Durant’s first public act 
since his appointment by the Governor to 
fill a vacancy caused by death, and he per- 
formed his painful and unpleasant duty with 
that quiet dignity which characterizes the 
good and upright man. There is very little 
feeling in the community on the subject of 
the execution. Everybody thinks the de- 
ceased prisoner guilty of the crime, and that 
he suffered justly the extreme penalty of 


the law. 
A REMARKABLE CASE. 

The case is one of the most remarkable 
recorded in the criminal annals of South 
Carolina. The details brought out during 
the trial read more like a romantic, weird 
narrative of the dark ages than the sober 
record of true events occurring in this en- 
lightened nineteenth century. The case was 
tried before the celebrated Judge Thomas 
Jefferson Mackey, to whom your correspond- 
ent is indebted for the subjoined facts con- 
nected with the trial. 

Both the prisoner and his victim were ne- 
groes, and the trial developed the system of 
voudooism or feticirism to which many of 
the negroes in South Carolina are still ad- 
dicted. The prisoner before the trial made 
the following confession, which, after some 
lively sparring between the lawyers on 
both sides, was admitted as evidence: 
Johnston stated that he was desperately in 
love with the wife of the deceased—a woman 
about 25 years of age, the prisoner being 
near 50. That she repelied his advances and 
sought the aid of a conjurer, one Orange 
Isaacs, an aged negro, The so-called con- 
jurer gave him a charm, known in the lau- 
guage of negro witchcraft as a “hand,” 
composed of various articles—viz.: beeswax, 
foxes’ hair, a little sand from the shoe of the 
poms intended to be acted on, and a drake’s 
out, all sewed up in

He was told to wear it next to his skin over 
his heart for one week, and the woman 
would love him. He did so, and at the end 
of a week reported to the conjurer that the 
woman had confessed her love for him, 
but had refused to accept him as 
her paramour unless her hus- 
band separated from her. The conjurer 
then gave Johnston another charm designed 
to alienate the husband from the wife. It 
was worn the prescribed time, but he report- 
ed thatthe woman and her husband con- 
tinued to live together happily, and that the 
charm would not work. The conjurer re- 
plied that Davis mus: be possesed of a devil, 
and that he would give Johnston a charmed 


- builet, which he must put in his gun and fire 


at Davis’ head as be passed from the wood 
in whith he was worz ens toward his home 
at sundown the next afcernoon. Johnston 
objected, that if he killel the man and were 
found out the law would hang him. His 
fears on this head were allayed by the con- 
jurer's givug him another charm, whieh he 
said would be proof against the law, and 
that no Judge or jury could convict him 
while he wore it ugon his person. 

Thus fortified,Johnston shot Davis through 
the head late the next evening,.killing him 
instantly, and covered his body with leaves 
in the wood near the spot where it fell. He 
then proceeded to the house of the deceased 
and was received and welcomed by the wid- 
ow, and domiciled himself in the place of the 
dead man. 

THE CRIME DETECTED. 

The morning after Davis was slain his 
brother Marcus, suspecting from his absence 
that he was the victim of foul play, and find- 
ing Johnston in possession of his house and 
wife, had him arrested on the charge of mur- 
der. Three days after the murdeier’s arrest 
the body of his victim was discovered hidden 
in the leaves. At ürst the prisoner denied 
having killed Davis, and showed great indig- 
nation, but subsequently made the above con- 
fession. b 

HIS TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 

When the Court of General Sessions met 
here in October last, with Judge Mackey pre- 
siding, much interest was shown inthis case. 
The large court-room was continually packed 
with whites and blacks. The throng of ne- 
groes felt an abiding faith in the power of 
the old conjurer, Orange lsaacs, to shield the 
prisoner from all harm. The defendant was 
also sure of an acquittal, because he comes 

is 
faith was strengthened by the fact that two 
of the jurors impanelied to try the case—one 
a negro and the other a white man—were 
taken suddenly sick, and two others had to 
bé substituted in their places. The jury as 
finally organized consisted of nine whites 
and three blacks. The prisoner was defend 
ed ably by two reputable lawyers of the 
Sumter Bar—Messrs. Barron & Beard. The 
jury were ont but ten minutes, and returned 
with a verdict of guilty. The verdict was 
received with exclamations of surprise trom 
many of the negroes present. The Judge at 
oncé proceeded to sentence the prisoner. 
ln response to the question from the Judge 
whether he had anything to say why the 
sentence of death should not be passed upon 
him, the prisoner said he had been accorded 
afair and impartial trial; but there were 
powers at work which the jury could not 
understand, and intimated that those powers 
would yet interfere in his behalf. He re- 
quested the Judge to give him as long a time 
to live as the law would permit, saying, with 
a very pertinent use of the argumentum ad 
hominem, “ How would you like, your 
Honor, if you were in my place, to be hung 
inahurry?” Judge Mackey, appreciating 
the force of this suggestion, sentenced him 
to be hanged today. 

A VERY REMARKABLE INCIDENT 
in conection with this case—one which tended 
to strengthen the negro faith in voudovism, 
in the power of charms—was that Sheritf 
Wilder, a robust man, in the prime of life, 
drop dead within three hours after the 
prisoner was sentenced and a few minutes 
after he had expressed his abhorrence of 
petforming the painful duty imposed upon 
him by law of executing the death-sentence. 

Johnston, like all other murderers, after 
finding himself caged behind iron bars, grad- 
ually realized the enormity of his crime, and 
set himself to making preparations for climb- 
ing the golden stairs. He soon became 
very devout in his religions exercises, and 
sang and prayed lustily. When visited in 
his cell by your correspondent he manifested 
no disinclination to talk freely. He gave an 
aceount of the crime, which agrees sub- 
stantially witn that recorded above. He said 
he had been well treated by the jailer, and 
had no complaint to make against anybody, 
except old Orange Isaacs, the conjurer, who 
had got him into the trouble. 


Execution of Bichard James at Mari-

Manton, S. C., Nov. 25.—During the past 
few weeks Richard James has spent most of 
his time in religious exercises. He was in- 
formed a few days ago by his lawyers that 
his case was hopeless and he had better pre- 
pare for hisend. Richard thanked them for 
their unflagging industry and persistent 
efforts to save him from the gallows. He 
said his brother Ben had been hanged 
for a crime of which he was in- 
nocent, and he, too, was waiting to 
be offered up as a sacrifice. When visited 
by your correspondent a few weeks ago, 
Richard said he was conscious of his inno- 
cence, and was certain of going to Heaven if 
hanged. When I visited him again early 
this morning he recognized me, and said; 
“Mr. Reporter, I see you have come accord- 
ing to your promise to see me, and I want 
you to report it right. I want you to pro- 
claim to the worid that an innocent man was 
hung because some of his own color had 
combined against him, and swore falsely in 
court.

THE INSTRUMENT OF DEATH. 
As he saw the fatal noose dangling to and 
fro, he watched it uneasily for afew mo- 
ments, and then boldly mounted the gallows. 
His arms were pinned behind and he suf- 
fered the executioner to place him upon the 
exact spot he was to occnpy. His feet were 
then tied, and the noose was put around his 
neck. After ten minutes of praying the 
Sheriff read the death sentence, and then 


asked the murderer if he de- 
sired to make any statement. He said 


that he was innocent, and did not desire to 
make any statement, but it would give him 
much pleasure to meet his friends in Heaven, 
whither he was going. The zallows was the 
same one on which Ben James, his brother, 
was successfully hanged on the 3d of last 
June. It was erected in the jail, the plat- 
form being raised above the stairway leading 


from the first to the second floor. 

„An YOU READY?” 
asked the Sheriff. “Yes! Go ahead,” was 
the quick reply. A hammer raised and de- 
scended, a click was heard, then a clinging 
noise, the man shot forward and downward, 
and his body swayed backward and for- 
ward like a pendulum. His neck was not 
broken, and he struggled violently for some 
minutes. At 1:08 0’clock the physicians pro- 
nounced him dead, and his body was cut 
down and given over to his relatives. The 
execution was conducted in private, but 400 
or 500 persons were outside the inclosure 
trying to catch a glimpse of the murderer as 
he dangled from the gallows. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Late in evening of Aug. 9, 1880, Mr. 
David Merriwether Harrell, one of the lead- 
ing citizens of Marion, was foully murdered 
in one of the public streets of this quiet little 
town. Shortly before dark he closed his 
store and was going to his home, half a mile 
away, to be greeted as usual by his wife and 
seven prattling little children. While walk 
quietly along street, and just in front o 
the Presbyterian Church, he was suddenly 
felled to the ground by assasins who had 
lain in wait for him. The blow was struck 
from behind, and the weapon used 
was a hatchet. Poor Harrell uttered 
a faint cry for help, when another 
blow hushed his voice forever. Persons in 
the street heard the blow and the cry and 
hurried to the spot whence these sounds ein- 
anated. Crowds soon surrounded the pros- 

rate form, and several physicians volun- 
teered their services in behalf of the stricken 
man. He was placed upon a mattress and 
carried to his home, where he was immedi- 
ately surrounded by sorrowing relatives and 
friends. In ten minutes he was dead. ‘The 
news of the murder spread like wild fire 
through the town, and the excitement be- 
came intenge. Crowds of infuriated citizens 
hurried hither and thither in search of the 
murderers. About three hours after Har- 
rell’s death 
THREE NEGRO BROTHERS. 

Ben James, Richard James, and Léwis 
James were arrested on suspicion of being 
the guilty persons. A mob of whites and 
blacks, old and young, assembled in the vi- 
cinity of the jail and demanded the criminals, 
The Sheriff, with great courage and firmness, 
refused to give up his prisoners, and defied 
the crowd to enter the building to take them 
out. Some ofthe rash young men of the 
mob were proceeding to effect an entrance 
by force, when several old and influential 
citizens arrived upon the scene and dissuaded 
them from carrying out their intentions. ‘The 
Iynchers were argued with until cooler 
judgments prevailed, and they quietly dis- 
persed, leaving the terrified negroes 
in the hands of the Sheriff, who 

ledged himself to prevent their escape. 
The Judge made a conspicuously impartial 
charge to the jury, who listened attentively 
to the exposition of the law. The charge of 
his Honor lasted nearly four hours, and yet 
not a person left the room. After an absence 
of three hours they filed into court, the fore- 
man holding the record in his hand. In the 
8 to the interrogatory of the clerk, 
Have you agreed upon 

A VERDICT, 
Mr. Foreman?“ the following was read in 
a clear, loud voice: * We find Richard 
James Ben James guilty of mur- 
der, and Lewis James not guilty.” 
The verdict was approved by the entire 
community. Lewis James was released from 
confinement, immediately left the county, 
and has never been heard of since. It wasa 
notable feature of the trial that the three 
negroes on the jury were, as was afterward 
ascertained from the foreman, the very first 
to vote for conviction. The two convicted 
murderers were unmoved by the announce- 
ment of the dread verdict. Richard uttered 
asneering laugh as the foreman read the 
decision of the jury. Almostsimultaneously 
with the rendering of the above verdict, Jiin 
Black, a murderer, was hanged by the 
Sheriff, a short distance from the court-room. 
When Ben and Richard were apprised of

on for the first time realized their own 
peril, and moved uneasily in their seats. 
The Judge then death sentence upon 
the two culprits, to be executed on the 3d of 
last June. Upon that day, as was reported 
by your correspondent, Ben’s sentence was 
executed in the most approved style in the 
jail building, his-brother Richard witnessing 
through the bars of his cell the hanging. 

The defendant’s attorney made a very in- 
genious point during the trial, which, de- 
spite Judge Pressly’s promptly overruling it, 
was entertained by the Supreme Court, and 
prevailed with that tribunal, resulting in giv- 
ing Richard a new lease of life. On the sec- 
ond Tuesday in last month Richard James 
found himself again incourt. ‘The case was 
tried over again, the same testimony, with 
the exception of that which was overruled on 
the ground 2 before the Supreme Court, 
being adduced. Again an admirable jury 
was impaneled. They rendered a verdict 
of “ guilty “ in about one hour. The presid- 
ing Judge sentenced the murderer to be 
hanged today. 


Execution of Sang Armor, at Craw- 
fordsvilie, Ga. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
CRAWFURDSVILLE, Ga., Nov. 2.—Sang 
Armor, colored, was hanged today at a quar- 
ter past 12, at Crawfordsville, for the murder 
of Amos Winglen, an old white man, whom 
he killed last summer. The hanging took 
place in an open field, and was witnessed by 
a large assemblage of people, principally col- 
ored. The crowd, for two hours previous to 
the banging, was very disorderly, and con- 
siderable excitement prevailed. Several 
fights occurred which, in a measure, enter- 
tained the crowd while preparations were be- 
ing made for the execution. Armor 
made a short speech before the 
trap sprung, in which he gave an 
account’ of his murder, stating that he was 
the sole party to the killing. Armor was to 
have been hung the 9th of this month, but 
gained time by way of respite, granted by 
the Governor in hopes of ascertaining if other 
parties were not connected with the murder. 
SHORTLY AFTER THE RESPITE 
was granted two white citizens prominently 
connected in Taliferro County were arrested 
by William Jackson, an alleged actor, now 
claiming to be a detective. Public senti- 
ment was so strong against Jackson for 
arresting the men that he “lit out“ dur- 
ing the trial and could not be found 
to testify in the case. As was expected, Alex- 
ander Stevens and William Allen, the two 
white men, were acquitted of any connection 
with the crime, and since then Jackson has 
not vistted Crawfordsville through fear of 
being roughly bandied by the indignant resi- 
dents, who believe him to bea fraud. The

with Armor’s wife. This is one theory of the 
cause of the murder, while another is that 
Armor killed Arlington believing that he 
would find some money on his person. Since 
the crime was committed the agent of 
Arlington’s estate has been trying, with the 
assistance of three detectives, to get at the 
bottom of the case, and ascertain if other 
parties were interested in the murder. Armor 
was a large burly negro, with large black 
— among which showed a 
great deal of white. During the trial 
he sat unconcerned in the court-roon, 
rolling his eyes about and acting very much 
as though he was an idiot. He appeared to 
have a vacant stare, and at times acted as if 
his brain was affected. When Arlington’s 
home was searched it was found that every- 
thing was in order, and in appearance the 
house looked as though he had just left it. 
In his bedroom were found seven firearms, 
consisting of shotguns, pistols, and muskets. 
The hanging of Armor is the first execution 
that has ever occurred in Taliaferro County 
in this State. 


Execution of Joe Harris, at Rogersville, 
Tenn. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 2.—Joseph 
Harris was hanged at Rogersville, Hawkins 
County, today at 11:30 for the murder of 
Brown and Heck, at Marble Hall, near 
Rogersville, Nov. 23, 1880. Marble Hall is 
a massive marble structure, and oue of the 
finest structures in East Tennesse. Three 
thousand persons witnessed the-execution. 
Harris was very much agitated on the 
scaffold, and attempted to make a con- 
fession, but his feelings overeame him and 
he broke down completely after he had 
spoken about five or ten minutes. 
He said he had made his peace 
He acknowledged his 
guilt. He stated that he went to Marble 
Hall to see if he could not get a job of work. 
While there, Brown and he (Harris) 
commenced playing cards. He claimed that 
Brown slapped him and then drew a butcher- 
knife. Harris struck Brown on the head 
with a huge billet of wood, knocking him 
into the fire. Heck then came at Harris, 
striking, and later knocking him down. 
Both died, He put on Brown’s overcoat, 
which had the money in the pocket, and 
claimed this was how the money came in his 
possession. 


THE CULPRIT ; 
was 25 years old, unmarried, and leaves only 
one relative, his mother. The crime for 
which he was executed was committed near 
Rogersville, and his conviction was brought 
about by circumstantial evidence alone. 
Having been arrested shortly after the com- 
mission of the deed; tried and found guilty, 
he appealed to the Supreme Court, which 
affirmed the decision of the lower tri- 
bunal. Onlyone Judge (Freeman) dissented 
from the opinion, he holding that the case 
had been made out, by circumstantial testi- 
mony, no one having seen the act, and no 
proof being shown that Harris had been 
about the premises on the nigttof the kill- 
ing. The wain circumstances on which the 
guilt of the accused was established were, 
that Brown had money, which fact 
was known to Harris; that he had 
staid at the house for several successive 
nights before the murder, having been em- 
ployed as a laborer; was familiar with the 
proastees, and when arrested was found to 
lave 

A POCKETBOOK 
identified as the property of Brown on his 
person, with 8253 in it, an amount fairly 
corresponding with what Brown was 
known to have had, and in addi- 
tion had a knife and overcoat which 
he had worn to his mother’s the 
morning after the murder and left in her 
care, and this overcoat was identified as 
Brown’s by a peculiar patch on the lining. 
ln explanation of the fact of the possession 
of the pocketbook and coat the prisoner was 
shown to have told the Sheriff who arrested 
him, on the way back to Rogersville, that on 
the night of the crime he had met a stranger, 
a rough, stout man, in the road, a few 
miles from Marble Hall, who proposed to 
walk on with him as they were going in the 
same direction, and when they came opposit 
Marble Hall the stranger suid to him to wait 
till he went in the house to see Brown; that 
he sat on a wall while 

THE STRANGER 
went to the door and called Brown, who let 
him in; that he remained in the house for a 
considerable time; that the stranger canie 
out, and, handing him the pocketbook and 
coat, told him to go on the road to a point 
designated and wait for him; that he did so, 
but the stranger failing to come he walked 
over the mountain to his mother’s 
house, where he arrived the next 
morning between 9 and 10 o’clock 
having stopped at the residence of a friend 
about sunrise and eaten breakfast. After 
the decision of the Supreme Court had been 
rendered the counsel for Harris petitioned 
the Court for a rehearing, which was re- 
fused, and the prisoner, being remanded to 
the Knoxville Jail, was contined there until 
1 when he was taken to Kugersville 
oO die.

Toronto, Nov. 25.—The Chautauqua move- 
ment is attaining to influence and importance 
in Canada.

The number of Torontonian 
Chautauquans is now 150, and is rapidly in- 
creasing. In this city, the chief organiza- 
tion, which embraces all minor ones, is called 
the Central Circle.” Its officers include a 
managing committee, among whom are the 
President, Mr. Peake, and the Secretary- 
Treasurer, Mr. Hughes, and Vice-Presidents 
of minor circles.

British Co- 
lumbia has its Chautauquans,and in Manitoba 
and in the far posts of the Northwest there 
are solitary students the course. In 
the Province of Quebec, ontreal has its 
little circle, while a scattering membership 
in the towns and vill brings up the total 
for Quebec to about fifty.

Verdict of the OCoroner’s Jury in the 
Kin yea Murder. 
Bpecial Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Dowwrr’s Guove, Du Page Oo., III., Nov. 26.— 
The taking of testimovy iu the Kinyon inquest 
was resumed at l0o'clock this morning in the 
town-hall, and Mr. L. C. Cooper, the Prosecuting- 
Attorney of the county, Was present to question 
the witnesses. The examination was 
conducted by Dr. Colton, of Turner Juno 
tion. From developments whick appeared late 
Toursday afternoun it was believed that a cle 
to the murderer had been discovered, as it was 
stated then that Levi D. Pease. a farmer, had 
seen a haif-witted boy named Martin Travers 
near the Kinyon bouse last Sunday afternoon. 
When this information was received, the ver- 
dict, which had already been sigaed by the jury, 
was recalied, and the hearing of the testimony 
of Pease was sot for this morning. 

He was called to the stand when the Coroner 
had arrived and the jury bad assembled. He 
testified that be was a farmer by occupation, and 
resided in the Town of York. He did not know 
Martin Travers personally. but had seen him, 
and knew him by sight. Between 1 and 2 o'viock 


Sunday he saw him on the road near Mr. Austin’s 
farm. He knew nothing of Travers character. 
and did not know how long he bad been in 
the settlement. In auswer to a question witness 
stated that Travers was fully a mile from Kin- 
yon’s place when be saw him, and this statement 
was very disappointing to those who ex to 
hear someth sensational. Witness said he 
knew Samuel Grannis, as be had worked for 
him for nearly five years—before he 
went to Stebbens’. Granuis was at his house 
Sunday to dinner, and remained there until 
after Z o'clock. He arrived there about 10 a. m. 
From what he kuew of Grannis be did not thluk 
it strange that be kept the discovery of the mur- 
dered J = gh body a secret, as de was general! 
dull d stupid, and had often, wulle with 
him, kept back things he ought to dave told. 
He didn’t know where Granois went Sunday 
after de left his house.

Mr. Whitman has been so long silent that 
the Mading facts in nis career are generally 
toggotten. He is now in his 63d year, hav- 
ing been born in 1819 at West Hill, on Long 
Isiand. His father wasan Englishman and 
his mother from Holland. During his life 
he has worked as printer, carpenter, school- 
teacher, editor, army-nurse, and clerk in the 
office of the Attorney-General. He has 
traveled quite extensively, and hag 
suffered of late years from partial 
paralysis. For a proper appreciation. of bis 
poetry a peculiarly cultured taste is required. 
Claiming to be a writer for and of the people, 
those to om Whitman appeals have 
shown the |! Sympathy with him and the 
greatest ignorance of the inspiranions of his 
muse. Possibly we do net compretend 
Whitman. Certainly we fall to enjoy what 
he is pleased to cali his poetry. To any of 
Carlyle’s heavily tulized pages the same 
title might be app with equal force. The

NEWFOUNDLAND TO MANITOBA. 

W. Fraser Rae visited the Province of 
Manitoba and Newfoundland some two or 
‘three years ago as a correspondent of the 
London Times. The letters he wrote to that 
journal having been revised and added to 
are now published in book form. Much that 
Mr. Rae has to say in regard to the American 
North west is affected by his evident desire 
to make of the Canadian Northwest a second 
edition of the Garden of Eaen. Whether a 
desire to turn the tide of emigration from 
the United Kingdom toward the Northern 
limits of the Dominion of Canada in- 
stead of into the territory owned by the 
United States is the mainspring of the 
rather contemptuous allusions to Minnesota 
and Dakota or not is immaterial. Noone is 
likely to depend upon the correspondents of 
the London Times for information about our 
agricultural regions, when so many more 
reliable sources are at their command. The 
chapters on Newfoundland are interesting. 
So little is really kuqwn about this country, 
considered generally as a mere settlement of 
fishermen. wh chief occupation and de- 
light it is to t into trouble with their 
Yankee neighbors. It is not a realm 
of unmixed delights, but Mr. Rae 
looks through rose-colored glasses. 
The island ig as large as England; 
its population 158,985, and over $100,000 
are expended aunually to help relieve the 
poor. Yet says Mr. Rae: “It has been 
proved that the island abounds in excellent 
timber, that there is grazing-ground sufficient 


for rearing thousands of cattle, that there is 
land enough to grow all the grain required 
for nome consumption and leave a large sur- 
plus for export.“ Examining the customs 
returns ot exports, it is rather curious to find 
that in 1879 some twenty-seven gallons of 
Spanish red wine were sent to Spain. 
Singularly enough, next to the United King- 
dom, the intry to which Newfoundland 
exports the most is Brazil. Mr. Rae visited 
the maritime provinces of Canada, and thinks 
regions of boundless mineral 
And he exalts Manito- 
unto the skies. His Sta- 
tistical information is undoubiedly accurate; 
his comments are those of an intelligent 
but superficial observer. His book is rather 
sketchy, butafter all giving one a good idea 
of portions of the continent seldom visited 
by Americans, yet of which every one wants 
to know something. ‘

the authorities who semi-annually forward a 
package of arftiquated seeds which in nine cases 
out of ten cannot be grown in the sections 
where they are sent, put the tillers of the soil 
and the beef and pork producers would be 
please to be recognized in their proper and le- 
gitimate position, as the real producers of Na- 
tional wealta and prosperity. Commissioner 
Loring, at a recent conference beld in Washing 
ton, said many sensible and timely things. He re- 
ferred to the necessity of a Bureau ot Manufact- 
ures, where producers could find such informa- 
tion as would be for their interest in the pro- 
duction of cotton, weol, and other fabrics. It 
was his opinion that a mining bureau should 
also be connected with the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, and quoted President Garfield, who he 
said also entertained the same idea. Dr. 
Loring’s views will be indorsed dy 
every farmer who uses his facilities for 
thought and study, and who appreciates 
the fact that the great interests of which 
he isa factor is but yet in its infancy. At the 
conference referred to, in reply to an inquiry, 
Commissioner Loring said he could not urge any 
acuon looking towards making bis a Cabinet 
Oltice, preferring to leave that matter to the 
country and the legislation which the agri- 
cultural 22 muy demand. 

There can no question that with sucha 
change as is Soon re Jerrod to the farmers and 
stock - raisers of the country would not only re- 
ceive a proper and merited recognition, but that 
the fact of Cabinet representation would do 
very much to elevate and encourage the class of 
citizens who would be thus complimented. 

It is not likely, however, that such a position 
will ever be created voluntarily by Congress, 
but from present appearanees it will he brougot 
about by agitation and the demands of the peo- 
ple interested, Who justiy believe themselves 
entitled to this recognition of their position as 
the leading factor in the general prosperity of 
the country. 

The foregoing is given as the synopsis of an 
interview with one of the best known agricult- 
urists in the West, and coming froma gentie- 
map who is a student, and a practical man as 
weil, is entitled to some weight. 


A Draft-Horse New to Amer- 
ica — Miscellaneous 
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The Bookmakers’ Position. 

Tur Tatum of Oct. 20 gave a general sum- 
mary of the views beid by Short-Horp breeders 
throughout the country upop the subject of a 
beru- book, to be owned, managed, and coatrolied 
py the National Sbort-Hora Association. The 
remarks made at that time were inferences and 
facts which cropped out at the recent annual 
convention ef the association. It was stated 
that there was to be an immediate and deter- 
mined effort made by the association to get con- 
trol of the record-books, and if it was found that 
the present proprietors would not dispose of 
their interest, the association, without regard to 
expense or time, would carry out the project 
and force the accomplishment of their design. 
It is, of course, simply a matter of costin con- 
sidering the feasibility of starting a herd-book 
within the association, and this step will nut be 
taken so long as there is the slightest possibility 
of securing possession of the present records. 
The committee charged with negotatiating with 
the herd-book proprietors have made but little 
progress, and it begins to look as though in 
order to control the pedigree register of Short- 
Horn cattle the association must commence 
operations on its own responsibility. This will 
entalia very large expense, and as it is a fact 
that many breeders are satistied with the present 
books, which they consider perfectly reliable. to 
raise the neceasary funds will not be an easy 
task. 

There are four Short-Hora herd books pub- 
lished in this country. The Ohio herd book was 
founded some years since by a number of fushion- 
able breeders, who had become disgruntied as 
it were,and designed having a book of their 
own, which they fondiy imagined would bea 
comparatively easy matter to accomplish. Their 
success can be seen, when it. is kunden 
that there are less than 3,00 pedigrees 
recorded up to date. The Canadian herd-book 
contains about 15,000 entries, and its circulation 
is largely confined to the smaller farmers of 
Canada. The Kentucky Sbort-Horn record now 
bas about 20,000 entries, and is largely patronized 
by the breeders of that State, yet these Ken- 
tucky breeders are in nearly every case com- 
pelied to use the oid American herd-book also. 
This latter record was commenced in 1846, and 
now has over 100.000 entries, and ia its volumes 
buve been recorded 8) per cent of che pedi- 
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It will be remembered that Mr. Chotteau spent

It will 
thug be readily seen that while the association 
can possibiy secure the records of the Obio, 
Canada, aud Kentucky people at nominal cust, 
the American berd- book remains an obstacle 
which, from its well-earued reputation tor cor- 
rectnesa, cannot be secured without great cost. 
It will be seen that it is impossible to cunsolidate 
the books without purchasing e American, 
and the yalve of this work will 
eventually bea barrier which the association 
will tind almost tnsurmountable. Its editors 
claim to conduct it under rules passed by the 
Suort-Horn Associaden, and express thein- 
selves us willing to carry out any suggestions 
that are reasonable. There are many breeders 
who look upon this concession as being very 
fair on the part of the editors, and being per- 
fectiy satistied with the manner in which the 
work is performed can see no necessity for a 
change. Sbould the association conclude how- 
ever, to start a record, the person chosen to act 
as secretary or editor would be the real judge 
of pedigrees sent fur record, and would be gov- 
erued by the same rules which the present ed- 
itor, of the American assert they are willing to 
abide by. There seems to be no complaint 
about the management of the Amer- 
ican Herd-Book, except that in some 
causes the publishers bave displayed a spirit of 
arbitrariness in regurd to rules which ought, as 
a matter of fact, to be considered absolute 
praise. The effort to establish an association 
to publish the herd-book must meet with cer- 
tain formidable obstucies, chief among whieh 
are the followmge: First, the indifference of 
many breeders who are satisfied with the present 
managemeut; second, the difficulty of 9 
money to establish a berd- book, or to the 
rights of the books now in existence; Re the 
ditiicuity of agreeing upon a general rule * 
erning the recording o Cpediaroes. I f the Kon- 
tucky rule were adopted. it would throw out half 
the recorded stuck, and many breeders would 
not agree to that, and if Overruled would pat- 
rouize the American herd-book or some 
similar work. If the present association rules 
were followed, the Kentucky book. o rone of 
its character, would probably eontinue in exisi- 
ence. It may be said that it is very doubtful if 
the Canadian record can be purchased under 
any circumetances, and above all other reusons 
why a consolidation will be reaehed witb creat 
difficulty is the fact that many breeders would 
naturally distrust a salaried secretary and an 
editing committee whose duties would be poorly 
attended to by tbose of its members who re- 
sided at a distance from the association bead- 
quarters. The herd-book proprietors clyim that 
their registry is not a golcunda, or that they are 
in receipt of princely incomes, as is generally 
supposed. They state that the sales for the first 
year of copies of each volume merely pay the 
expeuses of printing them, and that the annual 
Sales after first are very small. The 
oniy seurce of income n which a 
modicum of profit is expected or ever 
realized is frum the advertised rates for 
recording entries, which aggregate na such 
larwe figures as is generally surmised. It the 

association take iuto consideration the interest 
on its purchase-mooey, sulary of editor ana 
clerks, office, advertising, and other expenses, it 
will, it is believed, find the margin of profit very 
small. So far us this fact is concerned, however, 
the association do not desire to estabiish a 
money-inaking scheme. It they can pay ex- 
penses it is all they desire.

WHEAT SUPPLY AND MOVEMENT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

BaALtimods, Nov. 23.—The Agricultural De- 
partment at Washington has furnished to the 
Associated Pres#the final estimate of the total 
yield of wheat in the United States in 1881, and 
according to this report the outturn will be 
about 400,000 ,000 bu, against 408, 500. O0 bu for the 
preceding year. As this is the final estimate of 
the department it may be accepted as approxi- 
mately correct, and upon this estimate all cal- 
culations regarding, the probable surplus must 
now be based. These figures are considerably 
above the beretofure accepted estimates, and 
thus enlarge our exportable surplus by just thay 
differeave. The readers of Tax Tsun will 
remember that it has been persisteatiy claimed 
in these letters that our yield would be about 
380,000,000 bu of more, even when many papers 
Were claiming a much smaller crop, and this es- 
timate of the Agricultural Department not only 
confirms my position but even strengthens it. 
It bas heretufure been shown that the surplus 
wheat left over on Sept. 1, 1881, from the vrup of 
1880 was fully 47,000,000 bu. Thus he old stock 
added to the new crop gave us a availabie sup- 
ply on Sept. 1, 1881, of 447,000,0W0 bu. Estimating 
the pupulation of the couatry at about 53,U00,00u, 
the amount of wheat required fur home con- 
sumption during the crop year ending Aug. 31, 
1882, would be 238,000,000 bu; for seeding, 55.000. 
OW bu will be needed; muking a total of 2. 000. 
000 bu required to supply our domestic wants, 
and leaving a balance available for export of 
154, 000, %% bu, against foreign shipments last 
crop year of 166,600,000 bu. In view of the large- 
ly diminished net requirements of Europe as 
compared with last year, I can but repeat the 
question asked some weeks ago, Would it not be 
wise for American fu mers to dispose of their 
wheat as rapidly as possible while fair prices ure 
obtainabie, rather than to delay until they are 
com pelied to sell at very low figures? 

Accurding to the last report of the Agricult- 
ural Department, the failing off in the yield of 
corn will be about 430,00),000 bu as compared 
with last year, Making the cropof this year 
about 1,280,00u,00U bu, against 1,717,000,uW0 bu in 
180. Although this decrease is not very iarge, 
yet itis nut pear so great as many had antici- 
pated, for the beretofore accepted estimates 
placed the shortage at from 5v0,UU0,000 to 6.

History of the Association Which Now 
Wields Such an Influence on 
the Trade. 


Triumphs of the American Prod- 
ucts in the Markets of the 
Old World. 


Preparations of the Hawkeyes for the En- 
tertainment of a Host of Dele- 
gates Next Week. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Cepar Raps, la., Nov. 25.—The greatest 
convention of the kind ever held will be that 
of the National Butter, Cheese, and Egg 
Association and Dairy Falr that commences 
here next week Tuesday. As the association 
is composed of men representing one of the 
very greatest of American industries, it may 
not be untimely to briefly review the history 
of the National Butter, Cheese, and Ege As- 
sociation. It is, as a matter of fact, for the 
sole purpose of bringing the producer 
and dealer into closer relationship, 
that a more perfect understanding may 
exist between them, and to confer 
and discuss as to the modes and methods 
of producing the best quality of goods. 
These interests, to the uninfurmed, may not 
have that importance that their real value 
entitles them to. It is a fact, nevertheless, 
that the eas value of the products. repre- 
sented by this association very much exceeds 
that of any other single agricultural industry 
of the country. 

THE ASSOCIATION WAS ORGANIZED 

in 1874, or, at least, was called together pri- 
marily for the purpose of seeing the ordinary 
roll or store traded butter mixed, colored, 
and packed, which at that time was consid- 
ered quite an achievement. The idea was 
vriginated .at thet primary meeting that, if 
such a thing were possible, it would be bet- 
ter to make the article right at first, instead 
of requiring “a second rth,” as sume 
of the brethren expressed it. The first meet- 
ing was held at Beloit, Wis., in April. 1874; 
the eecond meeting in Indianapolis in June, 
1874. During the first days in the develop- 


mentof the business, when the butter that, 


was put in “nail kegs,” “shoe cases,” etc., 
by the producer, was washed in sait water, 
colored, and in other —— improved by the 
new process, it was considered a great thing 
to have butter of “proper” color, and to 
have it washed,“ as the facetious secretary, 
“Bob” Littler remarked recently. At In- 
dianapolis the association took form and was 
incorporated under the name it now bears, 
THE INDIANAPOLIS MEETING 
proved such a success, and the field developed 
so rapidly, that in 1875 the association met 
in one of the grandest conventions of 
its existence at Chicago in March. Fol- 
lowing came the Great Centennial Exni- 
binon, at which the National Butter, Cheese, 
Egg Association was represented, hold- 
ing a convention .which was of great value 
and interest, and at which large prizes were 
offered. John Stuart, of Manchester. la, 
as there awarded 32 gold medal for 
best butter exhibi 
It was butter made on the codperative 
lan, or by getting the milk of the neigh- 
rs together and dividing the product or 
proceeds proportionately, unless the milk 
was bought at first. That was “first blood“ 
for a Western dairyman in competition with 
the East. At that time there were only seven 
creameries in the State of lowa. The suc- 
cess of Mr. Stuart in taking first prize on 
butter made from the milk of kine that fed 
upon the native grasses of lowa’s prairies 
CREATED GREAT SURPRISE, 


and opened people’s eyes. Itat once gave 
confidence to enterprising Western men 
throughout the Northwest, and, like magic, 
the creamery system at once became an it- 
stitution recognized as the true way to con- 
duct dairying, especiaily in farming com- 
munities where the necessary advantages, 
such as proper temperature, water supply, 
ete., could not be governed by each farmer. 
Creamery butter became very popular, and 
Eastern dealers n looking about for 
their base of supply in the West, instead of 

ing upon old time dealers of the 
vider States. Creameries were established 
very rapidly. until today Iowa has in round 
numbers n 1877 the National Conven- 
tion was again 

HELD IN CHICAGO, “ 

and very largely attended by representative 
dealers from Western and Northwestern 
States, and by dealers frum Eastern cities 
whose acuteness has been rewarded by es- 
tablishing lines of communication with the 
West that have continued to grow stronger 
and firmer, until Western creamery butter 1s 
recogniz — as good as any 
market can afford. 

It may be well to state here that three con- 
ventions were heidin 1876—one at Davenport 
m March, one in Philadelphia in July, and 
another in October, the latter for the purpose 
of comparing fallanade butter. There was 
great competition for prizes which 
were offered by the Centennial proper, 

for which lowa was again 
victorious. In 1878 the convention again met 
at Chicago, and also in 1879. In 80. at In- 
dianapolis. It was there decided to hold the 
conventions nearer the centre of the great 
industry, and accordingly this city was 
chosen. The convention held here in March 
of this year was one of great magnitude, and 
would have been even larger but for the sngw- 
blockades that stopped all travel for ten days, 
holding many of the delegates at small coun- 
— towns within a few miles of here, but 
which distance could not be made by team 
or on foot:
